In accordance with the pro- 
clamation of the President of ihe 
United states, designating the 
third Thursday in November 
day of general Thanksgiving, this 
institution l>egan preparation for 
its observance on Wednesday after 
noon last S hool and work were 
suspended at noon, and such 
pupils and teachers as desired to 
spend thedav with parents or rela- 
tions were given permission to be 
absent until the Monday morning 
following. More than two hundred 
of the pupils, of both sexes, took the 
privilege afforded them, and nearly 
three quarters of the teachers did 
likewise, consequently there was 
left behind a small number. How- 
ever this small number was not for 
gotten, our Principal and steward 
lieuan figuring a week previous as 
to how much would be required to 

feed them, soon Monday last eighty- 
four fat and plump turkeys, whose 
combined weigh l tipped the scales 

up to seven hundred and lifty, 
were ordered. Tie- baker was 
instructions to make one hundred 
mince pies, down below stairs ; 
where the feeding business of the in- 
stitution is found. Every thin 
bustling, and orders were continu- 
ally goiDg on, getting every thing 
read.v for Ihe occasion. The dav 
dawned cold and crisp, the pupils 
enjoyed themselves in vaiious ways 
up lo half past twelve, when the) 
were assembled in the chapel for 
exercises 

Principal Currier opened the ex 

ercises hv asking the older pupils, 
what is meant by the word Km 
hlem, which was answered in various 
forms. He then illustrated the 
meaning of the word by asking 
them what the American Bag 
presented, the eagle on our coin, 
and finally a sketch of a turkty 
that had previously been drawn 
upon one of the slates, lie told 
them how the day came to be 
signated, saying that in the earlier 
history of our country Thank- 
days were proclaimed by the early 
Dutch governors, on the occasion ol 
some special providence b_v the 
Great Giver of nil things, such as 
sparine ihmn from starvation, w 
or pestilence, and for bountiful b ar- 
vests resulting from plenty of rain 

and sunshine. Washington and 
Madison had proclaimed National 
days of Thanksgiving in their time, 
but the honor of establishing the 
first truly National Thanksgiving 
.lav was conferred u on our Mar 
tyred President, Lincoln, who, after 
the terrible bloody conflict thai 

threatened to rend our nation 
asunder, issued a proclamation that, 
on the loth day of July, 1863, the 
whole nation. Irrespective of si 
should unite in offering to Him who 
ruleth the universe, thanksgiving 
for having delivered them from the 
terrible conflict. So ii came about 
that at the close ol ihe harv . 
of the grains and other staph 
life, tiie Third Thursday in No 
vember became an established In- 
stitution in which the whole nation 
joined in offering tip thanks to ihe 
throne Principal Currier then 
asked how many of the pupils 
read Lincoln's tirst Thai 

giving proclamation. probably as 

beautiful and interesting a State 

paper as was ever penned, lie 
advised all who had not. to do so at 
the earliest opportunity. He then 
told the pupils that there are four 
things they should be truly thank- 
ful lie 

1st. Health. That there was no 
sickness amongst them, and that 
thej had been spared from the 
grim visitor for a whole v 

id. Clothing. They were pro- 
vided with com fort a bh- raiment to 
protect Ihe body from the eh 
in our climate. 



3d. School. Here they were given 

tin education, that bulwark" and 
mainstay of our government, which 
not only titled them to become u 
ful citi/.ons when they emerged into 
the wide world, but which also en- 
abled them to become honorable, 
self-supporting and independent. 

4th. These United States. While 
Hie nations of Europe are living on 
the oreater of a volcano that is liable 
rapt ai any moment, we are 
living in perfect tranquility, and 
have garnered enough food cereals 
lo not only supply our own wan 
but to send forth to supply other 
nations, and we are a law-abiding 
and God, fearing people, By this 
time the odor of roast turkey began 
to till the air, and the pupil's had to 
" bet ir, m ,i digestion await on ap- 
petite, and health on both."
